There was no evidence of a struggle, but 
the blue marks around the neck tell too 
piainly how her life was wrung from her. 


One Chinaman is under arrest and an- 
Other is being hunted for by the police. 
The theory upon which the officers are 
working is that Jeu Jung, the discarded 
lover of the woman, murdered her in jeal- 
ouse rage. 


Dora Wagner had been living in Hop alley 
for two or three years. Her real name was 
Meyers and she was said to have come 
originally from Wisconsin. 

Tall, well formed, with a wealth of fine 
black hair and dark gray eyes, she by no 
means looked the degraded creature she 
proved herself by her habits.

RIDDLE'S PROMT ACTION, 


| When He Found the Perte Played Fast 


and Loose, He Emphasized 
His Request. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 26, via Sofia, 
Bulgaria, April 27.—The Rev. George P. 
Knapp, the American missionary who has 
been expelled from Bitlis by the Turkish 
authorities without trial on the charge of 
having incited Armenians to rebel against 
Turkish rule, was surrendered to the United 
States Consul at Alexandretta on Saturday 
last. Details of the affair which reached 
here to-day show that the step was not 


taken until a Untted States warship had 
been telegraphed for. 

Mr. Knapp, as already cabled, was ex- 
pelled from Bitlis about a month ago, in 
opie of the agreement reached between 
the United States Minister, Mr. Terrell, 
and the Turkish Governemnt (after the 
charges against Mr. Knapp had been dis- 
cussed) that the American missionary 
should not leave his post until April 1, or 
until the roads were tolerably free from 
snow, in order that he might be able to take 
his family with him. As it was, the mis- 
sionary was compelled to leave Bitlis be- 
fore the time agreed upon and without his 
family. When he reached Diarbekir, in cus- 
tody, the news was telegraphed here, and 
the Turkish Government positively asserted 
that Mr. Knapp was the guest“ of the 
Vali of that place and not a prisoner. 

It is now stated that the missionary 
has been a prisioner throughout his journey 


to the coast, and that the Vali of Aleppo 


detdined him at that place for five days, 
while making futile efforts to make him 
sign an agreement not to retufn to Bitlis 


under any circumstances. Mr. Knapp stead- 
lly refused to sign any such agreement, 
on the ground that he had committed no 
crime and had in no way broken the laws of 
the country, and that the charges brought 
against him were entirely unfounded. a 
also distinctly gave the Vali to understand 
that he intended to protest to the United 
States Government against his expulsion 
from Bilis and his treatment in general, and 
to hold the Turkish authorities responsible 
for the safety of bis family.

But when the missionary reached Alexan- 
dretta, on April 23, in spite of the Porte’s 
promises, the Turkish authorities refused 
to deliver the prisoner to the Consul. The 
latter entered a formal protest against the 
detention of the missionary and communt- 


eated by wire with Mr. Riddle, informing 
him that the Turkish officials intended to 
expel Mr. Knapp from Turkish territory 
by compelling him to embark on a steamer 
sailing for Europe on April 24° 

Thereupon Mr.. Riddle made energetic 
representation to the Turkish Government, 
demanding that the latter respect its en- 
gagements, and in ordér to give emphasis 
to his remarks, the Charge d’Affairés tele- 
graphed to Mer alD en where the United. 
States cruiser Marblehead was at anchor, 
asking the commander of the vessel to pro- 
ceed to Alexandretta and plate the cruiser 
at the disposal of the United States Consul 
at that port. This prompt action upon the 
part of Mr. Riddle had a decided effect 
upon the Porte, for the latter no sooner 
became aware that the Marblehead had 
been telegraphed for than orders were sent 
to Alexandretta for the release of Mr. Knapp. 

The American missionary is now free and 
will probably, by the advice of the United 
States representatives, come to this city 
and offer to have his conduct at Bitlis 
thoroughly investigated before the United 
States Charge d’Affaires. 

Those who are in a position to know the 
facts of the case assert that the charges 
against Mr. Knapp are groundless’ and 
that the latter’s expulsion, if permitted 
without protest, would probably have re- 
sulted in similar action being taken against 
other missionaries, and eventually against 
all Protestant and Catholic missionaries in 
Adriatic Turkey, for, all deniais to- the 
contrary, the Sultan had prepared to take 
that step, and only gave up the plan upon 
the advice of the Russian Ambassador, who, 
however, is credited, rightly or wrongiy, 
with having conveyed to the Sultan the 
plan of getting rid of the missionaries. 

Mr. Riddle, during the past few days, it 
is understood, has been in communics3tion 
with Washington regarding the case of 
Rev. Mr. Knapp, and it is believed that 
a more searching inquiry will be made into 
all the circumstances attending the expul- 
sion of the American missionary from 
Bitlis in order that no doubt shall remain 
as to who is to blame in the matter, and 
in order to establish a precedent which may 
serve as a guide should further and similar 
occurrences be reported.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 27.—Ex-Gov. 
William Pitt Kellogg has just returned to 
Washington from Louisiana, where he has 
been managing the campaign in the interest 
of Speaker Reed. 

“The Louisiana delegation,“ said he, will 
not be for McKinley. The situation in the 
South is very foggy, and may remain so up 
to the meeting of the convention. I do not 


however, see any walkover for McKinley. 
“The thing that surprises me most is the 
tremendous sweep which the free silver sen- 
timent is having in the South and West. It 
is no use for the Republican party to shut 
its eyes to it. There will undoubtedly be 
A strong effort made to prevent the Demo- 
cratic convention at Chicago from adopt- 
ing a free silver platform, but the outlook 
is decidedly favorable to the adoption of 
such a platform and the nomination of free 
silver candidates. If this is done the Demo- 
cratic party will carry every Southern State, 
with the possible exception of Maryland 
and West Virginia, and every State west 
of the Missouri, except, perhaps, Nebraska. 
“Then they will put up a terrific fight for 
the control of the Central Western States. 
If both the Republican and Democratic con-

KENTUCKY DEMOCRATS. 


The Silver Men to Make a Hard Fight 
in Convention.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 27.—Something 
is going to drop in Kentucky, and when 19 
does the goldbugs will not have to wonder 
who cut the string.

MICHIGAN DEMOCRATS. 


The State Convention Will Declare for 
Free Silver. 


DETROIT, Mich., April 27.—It appears to 
be a foregone conclusion that the Michigan 
Democratic Convention to be held next 
Wednesday will declare for free silver dele- 
gates-at-large to the National Convention, 


G. Walter Mead, acting secretary of the 
State Central Committee, gave the following 
general results of the county conventions 
thus far held: 

Of the eighty-five counties, fifty have thus 
far elected delegates to the State Conven- 
tion. Seven hundred and thirteen delegates 
have been selected. Of these 368 are in- 
structed for free silver and 124 for gold; 
21 are uninstructed. George P Hummer, 
of Holland, Chairman of the State Demo- 
cratic Free Silver Committee claims that of 
the 221 uninstructed delegates 125 will vote 
for free silver and also claims seven- 
ty-five of the 120 delegates yet to be elected. 

It requires 417 votes for a majority of 
the convention, and it is conceded that the 
silver men will have at least 500 votes.

Conventions will be held on the same day 
as the State Convention. Of the twelve

that eight will be controlled by free silver 
delegates.

‘or leave the track. Such a double 
railroad filled in with broken stone of 
macadam size costs about $6,000 per 
as against $7,000 for a macadam roadbed 
the same width.

St. Louis Evangelical Alliance Fright- 
ened Into Paying a Debt. 


The St. Louis Evangelical Alliance, 
which met in Bowman’s Hall Monday 
morning, wrestled with a problem out of 
the ordinary. 

Many of the members of the alliance were 
members of the Sabbath Association, which 
organized more than a year ago to pros- 
ecute saloon-keepers who violated the Sun- 


day law. 

The association intended to inaugurate 
various reforms to preserve the sanctity 
of the Sabbath, and as a beginning employed 
ny | J. Hopkins and Palmer Clark- 
son as legal advisers. 

By the time the association was ready to 
bring suit they were $100 in arrears to the 
attorneys, and they refused to bring the 
suits until the amount was paid. This 
was a year ago and the indebtedness has 
never been liquidated. 

The attorneys have endeavored in many 
ways to collect their fee, but as the Sab- 
bath Association was practically dead, 
the chances were not good. 

The Alliance was invited to assume the 
debt, but declined. 

Monday morning the attorneys sent a 
communication, which was read at the 
Alliance — 

In it they said if the obligation was not 
canceled at once, the account would be 
sold to the saloon keepers. 

Quite a discussion was had over the com- 
munication; finally it was decided that the 
Alliance would not assume the debt as a 
body, but a collection would be lifted to 
apply on the old debt.

Yeur Heart and Liver Sketched 
While You Wait. 


LATEST THING IN X RAYS, 


Pref. Nerton Leoks at a Man’s Heart 
and Outlines It on the Sub- 
ject’s Clething. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, Mass., April 27.—Prof. C. L. 
Norton of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology has made the most important 
practical X ray discovery yet. 

He has been enabled to examine almost the 
entire inner system of the human body, 
and has seen the faintest pulsations of the 
heart and the liver respond to the inhala- 


tions and exhalations of the breath. He 
actually has seen disease in all the vital 
organs, and is able to diagnose correctly 
cases by the sole use of the X ray. 

He has outlined the inte organs. He 
has seen the movements of the joints and 
discerned the s terminations of the 
bones as plainly as if devoid of flesh. And 
all this he has accomplished under two 
conditions—intense darkness in his operat- 
ing-room and an intensified concentrated 


light. 

Prot. Norton’s apparatus is simple. It is 
an instrument which resembles a stereo- 
scope, with a fluorescent paper occupyin 
the place where the picture is inserted. 
Between this instrument and the intensi- 
fled lig bt from the Crookes tubes is placed 
the subject. 

The first patient submitted to the test 

as a man who had enlargement of the 

eart. Under the ray of the Crookes tube 
Prof. Norton looked at the man’s heart 
and traced on his clothing the dimensions 
as he found them. His diagnosis was a 
heart with a diameter of seven inches. Ac- 
cording to the diagnosis made recently by 
Dr. Williams, Prof. Norton’s first cage of 
sound lung tracings varied nowhere greater 
nor less than a ed of an inch from that 
made by Dr. 7illlams. 


TREATING A CONSUMPTIVE. 


Roentgen Rays Applied te the Lungs of 
a Living Man. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 27.—The Journal says: 
When the news reached New York that 
rs. Pratt and Wightman of Rush Medical 
College of Chicago had used the Roentgen 
rays te kill the baccilli of consumption, 
cholera, diphtheria and other dread dis- 


eases, the Journal determined to test their 
assertions and ascertain whether, at last, 
after many years of effort by eminent ecien- 
ists in all countries, it is now possible 
to stay the ravages of the first disease. 
The Chicago physicians have tried ths rays 
only on cultures of the disease germs kept 
in gelatine. They said that the rays a4 
hilated these cultures. They believed tha 
the rays would similarly kill the germs in 
the lungs of a living man. If their hope 
could be made a fact the blessing to the 
human race would be beyond words. 
The Journal decided on making the ex- 
eriment. The first test was made by Drs. 
ratt and Wightman Saturday night. It 
will take three weeks before the condition 
of the patient will show the effect of the 
Roentgen rays on a living man afflicted 
with consumption. The patient will be 
submitted to the operation of this new 
force three times a week for six weeks. 
The progress of the operations will be 
reported from week to week and the 
final result will be reported fully and 
fairly. 


X-Rays in Dentistry. 

NEW YORK, April 27.—Dr. W. T. Morton 
has secured by means of the X rays some 
shadoweraphs of interest to denists. One 
of these shadowgraphs is a portion of the 


jaw of a man in which there was a trouble- 


eome tooth. The man wanted the tooth ex- 
tracted some time ago, but it would not 
come out, and the dentist in his efforts to 
draw it had wrenched the tooth 1 2 
A picture was taken that showed clearly 
that the trouble was a “disturbance” in an 
adjoining tooth, The dentist, with this 
shadowgraph, will be aided materially in 
diagnosing the nature of the “disturbance”’ 
and in performing an operation which will 
remove the cause of the pain. 


Roentgen Heard From. 


LONDON, April 27.—Prof. Roentgen finds 
that all solid bodies can generate the X rays 
under the influence of cathode rays. Pla- 
tina produces by far the most intense of 
rays. He still believes in the electrical 
theory and that the X rays can throw off 
or discharge particles, The air surrounding 

the rays, he believes, can do the same, fur- 
ther proof of his theory being in hydrogen 
or highly rarified air being production of 
the same electrical bodies.

CRIPPLE CREEK’S GREAT FIRE 


It Was Started by Incendiaries With 
the Object of Pluader. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., April 27.—In- 
formation has been gathered by Chief of 
Police Marshall and others which, together 
with well known facts, makes it almost 
positive that the fire of Saturday was the 
work of incendiaries, with the object of 


plunder. It is believed that the banks were 
the objective points and that they were to 
have been looted in the excitement if a 
favorable opportunity offered. Not much 
information will be given out, but fires were 
started almost simultaneously in several 
places and all to windward of the banks and 
large business houses. 

Numbers of crooks are in the city and are 
known to the authorities, but owing to lack 
of jail facilities they will be unmolested for 
a time. The ‘amount of plundering that 
went on during the excitement Saturday 
was enormous, some firms losing nearly 
everything they had saved from the flames. 
Others state that their cash registers were 
robbed after being carried out of their 
places of business.

TOOK OUT A RIB. 


Remarkable Surgical Operation Saves 
Samuel Ralstone’s Life.

NEW YORK. April 27.—The removal of a 
rib from a man sound asleep was accom- 
plished in the Metropolitan Hospital on 


Blackwell's Island Saturday afternoon, 
The subject was Samuel Ralstone, a man 
a magnificent physique. Four years ago 
he wag injured by a blow on the breast, and 
partial operations fled to cure him. Ne- 
crosis set in, and Saturday the doctors 
went to the very root of the matter. The 
patient walked coolly to the operating- 
room, and was quickly placed under the in- 
fluence of ether. His chest was bared and 
the surgeon began his work. A deep incision 
was made, part of the breast-bone exposed 
and the diseased portion carefully removed. 
Then the opening A es gua larger and deep- 
er and the most critical part of the work be- 


gun. 

The principal seat of trouble was on the 
first rib, and on the left side of the body. 
Every stroke of the knife and every insertion 
of the probe was full of danger, for the 
slightest mistake would have meant a pene- 
tration of the lungs. Locating the entire ex- 
tent to the necrotic bone, the surgeon rapid- 
ly removed it. Then the great wound was 
sewed up. The operation was a success 
and the result will be a complete cure of an 
injury that would aon meant a painful 
and lingering death.

TROUBLED SOUTH AFRICA. 


Krueger's Diplomatic Reply to Cham- 
berlain Complicates the Situatien 
in the Transvaal. 


LONDON, April 27.—The Times has a dis- 
patch from Buluwayo, dated April 25, 
which says: 

To-day’s fight was visible from the town 
and was the most determined that has 
yet occurred. It caused great excitement. 
The Matabeles evidently intended to crush 
the whites, and to attack the town. 
whites were equally determined to break 
them 

A body of 500 Matabeles came within 
half a mile of the town and cut off some 
of the pickets, killing two. Maxim guns 


were placed upon the roofs of the buildings 
to play upon them. The fighting was des- 
erate and the enemy retired in disorder 
amid the incessant rifle fire. The friendly 
Matabele completed the rout of the enemy 
with assegais and axes. 

The troops on returning were eeted 
with wild cheers and the singing of God 
Save the Queen.“ 


A dispatch to the Times from Palapye, 
dated Sunday, says: 

Earl Grey, Capts. White and Straker and 
Gen. Willoughby will start for Buluwayo 
to-night. Earl Grey has had two long in- 
terviews with the friendly Chief Khama, 
through whose country the road from 
Mafeking to Buluwayo runs. 

Reports from persons leaving Buluwayo 
should be suspected, as its condition is 
exaggerated in order to justify their de- 
parture. Parl Grey's arrival at Buluwayo 
will restore confidence. 

The Times also has a dispatch from Cape 
Town, which says: The supply of grain 
and forage now on the road are ample for 
both the relief column and for Buluwayo. 
Cecil Rhodes has arrived at the Cam 
at Enkelborn, and he is well. A staff of- 
ficer has telegraphed to the chartered South 
Africa Company from Gwelo that every- 
thing has been looted and burned except 
Carnegie’s place at Hopfountain. 

“Rive hundred of the rebels were killed 
in the Umguza battle. The Maxim gun 
fired 400 rounds and the Hotchkiss gun 150 
shells.

A LETTER FROM RAMPOLLA. 


Comments of the Methodist Committee 
on Denials ef Restrictions as to 
Marriage and Worship. 


CHICAGO, April 27.—At the Chicago 
Methodist ministers’ meeting to-day, Rev. 
John Lee, chairman of the Committee 
on Religious Liberty for Protestants in 
South America, read the following report: 

The committee presents this morning 
Cardinal Rampolla's letter and Cardinal 
Gibbons’ translation. The committee has 
deemed it wise to give a brief and clear 
prose ntation of its work from the begin- 

g. 4 

The Chicago Methodist ministers’ meeting, 
April 2, 1894, appointed a committee to in- 
vite the Pope’s avtention to the fact “that 
our Protestant brethren in the Re- 
ublics of Peru, Ecuador and Bo- 
ivia labor under oppressive disabill- 
ties that affect not only the profession of 
their faith and the public worship of God 
according to the dictaves of their con- 
science, but also their civil and inalienable 
right to be legally married without being 
compelled to forswear their religious con- 
victions,”’ and to respectfully and earnestly 
request him to secure for these Provestanis 
“the same liberty of conscience that is en- 
joyed by Roman Catholic citizens of this 
country.” 

Letters were written Archbishop Ireland, 
each containing a stamped envelope ad- 
dressed to the writer, asking him if he would 
have the goodness to bring this action to the 
notice of Cardinal Satolli, Apostolic Dele- 
gate of the Pope to the United States. To 
none of these letters did Archbishop Ire- 
land ly. A letter was adddressed to 
Cardinal Satolli in Washington. To this 
the Apostolic Delegate did not reply. A 
second communication was sent to Cardinal 
Satolli, and in roy he said: The inclosed 
copy of the encyclical letter of our Holy 
Father, is, I think, the most fitting reply 
I can make.” 

The committee then gives in detail the 
history of efforts made to get an expression 
from Rome on the subject. Many letters 
were unanswered. Finally a letter was 
sent by the Papal Secretary of State to Car- 
dinal Gibbons, who transmitted it, together 
with a translation of it, to the committee. 
Following is the translation: 


(No. 27,677.) Rome, Nov. 30, 1895. To Cardinal 
James Gibbons, Archbishop of Baltimore. 
Most Reverend and Eminent Sir: 

In consequence of previous interviews 
held with your Eminence, I wrote, of which 
fact you were informed on the 12th of 
June, 189, to the Apostolic Delegate for. 
the Republics of Peru, Bolivia and Ecua- 
dor to obtain precise information as to the 
legal status of Protestants there a ghey 
the free exercise of religious worship an 
the celebration of marriages. 

The (pontifical) representative of the Holy 
See prompaly complied with my request; 
and now am in a position to state that 
the Protestants in Peru, far from being re- 
stricted in the free exercise of their wor- 
ship, are rather accorded a larger degree 
of toleration *han is compatible with a 
strict construction of the political consti- 
tion of these countries. This is evidenced 
~ A the fact that in Peru, especially in the 
cities of Lima and Callao, there are sev- 
eral Anglican and Methodist chapels, where 
weekly conferences’ are h As to the 
solemnization of — — 4 bem the delegate 
informs me that, whilst the constitution of 
Peru recognizes no other form (as valid) 
than tha® prescribed by the Courcil of 
Trent, Protestants do, as a matter of fact, 
wed with religious ogee | in presence 
of their ministers, and civilly before the 
Consuls and Ambassadors of their respect- 
ive countries. 

“The same condition of things relative 
to marriage exists in Bolivia and Ecuador, 
where the exercise of religious worship is 
regulated by special constitutional enact- 
ments, with which, however, the Holy See 
can not interfere, 

Having in due time received from your 
Eminence the representations of the Rev. 
John Lee, I deem it opportune to communi- 
cate to you the results of my inquiries so 
that you may, according to your judgment, 
tranemit them to the reverend gentleman. 

“(I am pleased to renew to you the sense 
of profound reverence, humbly kissing your 
hand, and I honor myself, reaffirm myself, 
your Eminence’s most humble, devoted and 
true servant. 

M. CARDINAL RAMPOLLA.)”

NEWPORT, Ky., April 27.—This being mo- 
tion day the Court was delayed longer than 
usual before taking up the trial of Scott 
Jackson.

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KANSAS CYCLONE 
TAKES 11 LIVES. 


Over Twenty-five Other Persons 
Are Seriously Injured. 


TWENTY FAMILIES HOMELESS 


This Is but an Incomplete Record 
of the Havee Wreught 
by the Wind. 


CONCORDIA, Kan., April 27.—The cyclone 
which swept through this section of the 
State on last evening was probably one of 
the most severe that Kansas has ever ex- 
perienced. Its path was about 400 feet wide 
and extended fully twenty miles. It formed 
about 7 o’clock Saturday evening, near the 
little town of St. Joseph, in the Eastern part 
of Cloud County, and passed in a northeast- 
erly direction through the northern part 
of Clay and probably into the southern 
edge of Washington County. 

Fortunately it struck no towns, but its 
course was through a thickly settled por- 
tion of the Republican Valley. The cyclone 
was funnel shaped and its power seemed 
unlimited. Houses and barns were lifted 
into the air and dashed back to earth. Trees 
were uprooted or broker off and everything 
in its track was destroyed. 

The first victims of the storm were Eli 
Belthazer and and wife, living about a mile 
east of St. Joseph. The family were just 
preparing to seek refuge in the cellar when 
the storm broke. The six children were al! 
more or less seriously injured and it is 


thought two of them will die. 
About a mile further east the home of 


Julian Trembly was destroyed and he was 
killed. The greatest loss of life occurred 
some six miles south of Clifton. Two farm- 
ers, E. B. Peterson and J. S. Haynes, were 
killed and a number of others whose names 
could not be learned. At one place a woman 
and ehild were killed and at another a 
five-year-old boy. The body of the latter 
has not yet been found. 

Several are reported seriously 2 
south of Palmer, and some of them fatally. 
The number killed outright and who have 
died from their injuries is reported to be 
eleven, but the list will doubtless be in- 
creased by another twenty-four hours. 
Over twenty-five persons are said to have 
sustajned serious injuries. Over twenty
